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The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The newly recited amount for a semi-crystalline semi-aromatic (co)polyamide (A), 
67-15 wt.%. does not have support in the originally filed specification, and thus it 
constitutes NEW MATTER contrary to applicant's statement. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

The recited amount for a semi-crystalline semi-aromatic (co)polyamide (A), 90-85 
wt.% . lacks an antecedent basis and improperly broadens the scope of claim 1 . 



The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 
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(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-6 and 8-16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 

over JP-090178 in view of Visioli (US 5,897,901), Lahary et al (US 5,440,006) and EP 

1 018 534 A2. 

Rejection is maintained for reason of record and following response. 

JP teaches employing an amorphous or low-crystalline polyamide with a 
crystalline aromatic polyamide, and thus the use of the art well known amorphous or 
low-crystalline polyamide and crystalline aromatic polyamide taught by the secondary 
references in JP would be a prima facie obviousness. Applicant failed to show any 
unexpected result of using 8-15 wt.% of an amorphous or a low-crystalline polyamide 
since choosing a range within a range in JP is a routine practice. The instant table 1 on 
page 17 of the specification shows inconclusive results for following reasons. 

1 . VB1 and VB2 do not contain an amorphous or a low-crystalline polyamide. 

2. VB2 and VB3 use a different polyamide from the inventive AB1-4. 

A comparison must be based on a similar composition since JP teaches a 
crystalline aromatic polyamide from 30-100 mol% of terephthalic acid and 0-40 mol% of 
aromatic dicarboxylic acid except terephthalic acid. Thus, PA6T/66 of said table does 
not fall within the scope of JP.
